(BUP A last-minute confession 
by a fellow convict saved Joseph

Saulter, 34, sentenced to die 
early today for the slaying of 
Mrs. Thelma Leslie in a CGalves 
ton saloon Feb, 24, 1947, was 
granted a 30-day reprieve after 
Cecil E Barker, 33, confessed 
that he committed the murder 

Saulter had given up all hope 
of life until yesterday when he 
was told of Barker's confessien 
He had w ed h eves to Alfred 


Jehnson of Dalhbart, a blind Stu- 


dent at Hardin-Simmons Univer- 
sity 

After Barker confessed, Gov, 
enor Beauford H. Jester granted 
Saulter a stay so that Barker's 
statement, made in the form of 
an affidavit, can be investigated. 

If it checks, Saulter probably 
will receive a complete pardon. 
If not, he will die July 9. Autbori- 
ties appeared to believe, how- 
ever, that Barker was telling the 
truth, Barker ig serving a life 
term as an habitual eriminal

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Civic Issues Are 


The fact that the Citizens’ Committee 
has announced its organizational meeting 
considerably earlier in the year than usual 
indicates the prevailing opinion in Edmon- 
ton that civic issues are more acute and 
vital than ever before. 

In other words, this unusually early 
start shows that the Citizens’ Committee 
is sharply aware that candidates for civic 
office are going to have to present some- 
thing more convincing than glowing 
promises to get themselves into the city 
council. 

It requires no great perspicuity to be 
very sure that the people of Edmonton 
are sick to death of alibis and excuses for 
civie projects delayed, postponed and for- 
gotten. 

It requires no abnormal powers of 
observation to see very plainly that the 
people of Edmonton are going to enquire 


Left Wing Moves Forward 


It would be dishonest to conceal the 
fact and dangerous to ignore it that left- 
wing thinking in Canada has gained a 
notable victory in Ontario and in the fed- 
eral bye-elections in Vancouver Centre 
and Oshawa that could exercise a substan- 
tial effect upon the trend of the next fed- 
ral election.

Something Short of 


There is something short of justice 
in the new amendment to the criminal 
code which provides that publishers or 
editors accused of defamatory libel «nd 
any other phase of defamatory libel shall 
be indicted and tried only in the province 
in which their publication is printed. 

The purpose behind this amend- 
ment, which only enlarges the scope of 
section 888, is admirable. Hitherto sec- 
tion 888 only applied to defamatory libel 
itself and did not include conspiracy to 
libel or counselling to libel. The purpose of 
the amendment, therefore, was merely to 
make all phases of libel conform to the 
same rule of procedure, 

The desire for conformity is com- 
mendable, The effect of the entire section 
is unfair. 

Section S88 now reads: 

“Nothing in this act authorizes any 
court in one province of Canada to try 
any person for any offence committed 
entirely in another province; provided 
that every proprietor, publisher, editor 
or other person charged with the publica- 
tion in a newspaper of any defamatory 
libel or with conspiracy to publish in any 
newspaper any defamatory libel shall be 
dealt with, indicted, tried and punished 
in the province in which he resides or in 
which such newspaper is printed.”
